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General Tells Editors U.S. Unduly Excited Over Berlin

WEST BERLIN - < Delayed ) - 
Major General Albert Watson, 
hard-bitten but soft-spoken com­ 
mander of United States military’ 
farces in Berlin, today triggered 
a short but fast verbal barrage 
at the American press for its 
sensationalism over the Bevlin 
situation. 


“Reporting of what's going on 
here has been more emotional 
than rational and the result nas 


been that the American people 
have been undly excited about 
every little incident that might 
occur, whether there's any real 
significance to it or not,” General 
Watson saki. 
“I think it's time we quit going 
into a panic every time one of 
the Communists in East Berlin 
tries his hand at harassment. This 
United States is the biggest and 
most powerful country in the 
world. Whatever these incidents 
in Berlin, nobody is going to kick 
us around,” he continued. 
He didn't say it, but the shoot- 
from-the-hip commander implied 


that the pr ess is greatly responsi­ 
ble for unnecessary emotionalism 
and concern among the American 
people about the Berlin situation. 


The general's succinct and jus­ 
tifiable observations came in re­ 
sponse to a question from one of 
a group of American newspaper 
editors with him he conferred at 
the U. S. Military Headquarters. 
His was an attitude of judg­ 
ment rather than hostility and he 
made this quite clear. He empha 
sized: 
"I’d Uke to spread the impres- 
all over America that we 


here in Berlin are not excited. 
And nobody in this outfit is afraid. 
We think we know what's going 
on and we know that the Rus­ 
sians, despite a lot (rf their trou­ 
blesome tactics, aren't going to 
start something they realize they 
can’t finish. And if you don't be­ 
lieve we are not excited walk 
around the compound and talk 
to our moi and their wives and 
their families.’* 
I was willing to take the gen­ 
eral's word for it. After an hour 
or so of some sharp but friendly 
repartee between him and his 
newspaper visitors. I can easily 


see why he’s in command of our 
American forces in one of the 
most delicate spots in the wee id. 


General Watson didn’t try to 
minimize the importance of tho 
Berlin issue. 
On die other hand he was frank 
w ith this observation: 
"lf there is to be a war any­ 
where. I firmly believe it will 
not be precipitated by Berlin. In 
the first place, the Kremlin can't 
afford it and in the second place 
the Kremlin knows that the United 
States is too powerful.’’ 
Why didn’t the United States

But they postponed their threat­ 
ened strike (rf 1,700 engineers for 
at least 24 hours to let the air­ 
lines weigh a counter offer, which 
company spokesmen said w a s 
merely a rehash of one discussed 
before. 
Union spokesmen said t h e r e 
would be no strike before this 
afternoon at the earliest. 
In its seven page statement 
Friday, the union agreed to auh* 
mil economic questions to arbi­ 
tration but would not allow an 
impartial board to rule on th e 
key issue — the makeup of jet­ 
liner crews. 
The engineers, however, pro­ 
posed this formula only for East­ 
ern and Pan American. They said 
Trans World engineers did n o t 
want an arbitrator to deride any 
part (rf the dispute, which would 
ground 40 per cent of U.S. air 
traffic.
